' Certain taxpayers must make estimated tax payments 
_ throughout the year. Taxpayers must generally pay at 

least 90 percent of their taxes throughout the year 
_ through withholding, estimated tax payments or a 
, combination of the two. If they don’t, they may owe an 


estimated tax penalty. 


Estimated tax is the method used to pay tax on income 
that is not subject to withholding. This income includes 
‘ earnings from self-employment, interest, dividends, rents, 

and alimony. Taxpayers who do not choose to have taxes 
withheld from other taxable income should also make 
estimated tax payments. This other income includes 
-unemployment compensation and the taxable part of 


. Social Security benefits. 


The IRS urges everyone who works as an employee and 
who also earns or has income from other sources to 
perform a Paycheck Checkup now. Doing so will help 
avoid an unexpected year-end tax bill and possibly a 
penalty when the taxpayer files their 2018 tax return next 
year. They can do a checkup using the Withholding 


Calculator on IRS.gov. 


Here are some things to know for taxpayers who make 


estimated payments: 


¢ Taxpayers can pay their taxes throughout the year 


anytime. 


¢ Filers paying by check should make it out to the 
“United States Treasury” and indicate the tax year 
and type of taxes they are paying. 

e Taxpayers in presidentially declared disaster areas 
may have more time to make these payments without 


penalty. 


¢ Taxpayers can find more information about tax 
withholding and estimated tax at the Pay As You Go

Benjamin Butler always 
aspiréd to high office. He 
ran -fér governor of Massa- 


| chiigetfs seven times, and 


was finally elected in 1882. 
He ran for president in 1884. 
He could have assumed the 
Oval Office 20 years earlier 
had ‘he‘simply said yes. 

Prior to the Civil War, But- 
ler* was a lawyer in Lowell 
ahd‘ inilitia officer, though 
with’ no combat experience. 
During 16 years in the Mas- 
saehusetts militia he rose to 
thé rank of colonel. In 1855, 
Gov!'Henry Gardner disban- 
ded Butler’s unit, comprised 
mostly of Irish Catholics. 
Butler was forced to move to 
another company, where he 
built a following that elected 
him as a brigadier general. 
Gardner was forced to sign 
Butler’s commission. 

To say that the Civil War 
changed everything is an ob- 


~ vious understatement. It cer- 


tainly changed Butler’s posi- 


‘tion As an officer and his 
politital affiliation. He had 


attended five national Dem- 
ocratic conventions including 
the..historic 1860 convention 
in Charleston, S.C., where he 
supported Jefferson Davis’ 
candidacy. In 1861, with the 
Southern Democrats seced- 
ing, he joined the Republican 
party. 

‘Three days after the sur- 
render of Fort Sumpter, S.C., 
the “Secretary of War called 
fer 1,500 troops from Massa- 

usetts. Butler suggested 
that instead of three regi- 
ents, the troops should be 
nt as a brigade and it 
ould be appropriate for it 
th be led by a brigadier gen- 
al — him. 
utler sent a regiment 
pega 2 s an advance guard. 
imore, they were at- 
cked by a mob and three 
Idiers were killed. Addi- 
tionally, the rail line to Wash- 
i aes as blocked. 
er took his troops to 
napolis by sea and com- 
andeered the Naval Aca- 
my as his base. When the 
governor called. cf special’ 
session of the leg slature to 
nsider secession, Butler 
clared that if they voted to 
cede, he would arrest ev- 
y mémber. He then seized 
the great seal of the state, 
ithéut which no legislation 
could become law. 

‘He marched 1,000 troops to 

Baltimore, seized the city 


and declared martial law. 
He was able to open the rail 
line to Washington. 

He was credited with keep- 
ing Maryland in the union. 
Secession would have left 
Washington D.C. surrounded 
by rebel states. The Secre- 
tary of War promoted him to 
major general, making him 
the ranking general of vol- 
unteers in the Army. The 
usual path to promotion for 
military officers would be 
through exceptional per- 
formance in battle. Butler, 
though, had attained his 
high rank through political 
strategy. 

Maryland was to be the 
high-point of his military 
career. Despite his high 
rank, when the great gener- 
als of the Civil War are list- 
ed, Butler is not among 
them. Most everything he 
undertook was a failure. 

Butler declared that since 
the south considered slaves 
to be property, they could be 
taken as “contraband” if 
they came behind Union 
lines. Previously, they would 
have been returned to the 
south under the fugitive 
slave law. But if they were 
returned, they would be used 
to support the rebel effort. 
This was more than a year 
ahead of the Emancipation 
Proclamation. 

In April 1862, a Union am- 
phibious force took New 
Orleans, after which Butler 
rode into the city to become 
its military governor. Al- 
though he accomplished 
some positive things for the 
city, he came to be reviled, 
especially by the aristocracy. 

His infamous “Order No. 
28” read, “When any female 
shall, by word, gesture or 
movement, insult or show 
contempt for any officer or 
soldier of the United States, 
she shall be regarded and 
held liable as a woman of the 
town plying her avocation.” 

In his autobiography, But- 
ler wrote that the order 
worked. No longer were offi- 
cers subjected to abuse, and 
noswomen were charged 
under the order. 

He tracked down money 
that had been taken from 
the United States mint, even 
chasing money that had 
been parked overseas. 

But he was regarded as a 
scoundrel. Confederate Gen. 
Pierre G.T. Beauregard 
named him, “Butler the 
Beast.” While he was an able 
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administrator, those around 
him stole with impunity, even 
taking flatware from the citi- 
zenry, earning him the nick- 
name “Spoons Butler.” 

He was relieved of his posi- 
tion in New Orleans in De- 
cember 1862 and was inac- 
tive for most of 1863. Al- 
though clever, he was also 
pompous and vain. One 
problem for the Union Army 
was what to do with Butler. 
Grant was able to discharge 
other political generals, but 
Butler was politically skilled 
and well-connected. 

Lincoln offered him the 
vice presidential slot on the 
1864 ticket. Butler, wanting 
to remain in the Army, told 
him no, not unless Lincoln 
promised to resign or die 
within three months. This 
proved to be quite prophetic. 

He was a sefiior Major 
General, and in 1864 was 
given command of the Army 
of the James, operating in 
Virginia. Gen. Ulysses S. 
Grant had started the Battle 
of the Wilderness, a long, 
costly move toward the Con- 
federate capitol of Rich- 
mond. The plan was for But- 
ler to land in back of Gen. 
Robert E. Lee, creating a 
distraction. He had a force

of 40,000, against 800 troops 
led by Gen. Beauregard. 

Butler, though, did nothing, 
and he did it grandly. He al- 
lowed his troops to be bottled 
up by Beauregard’s much 
smaller force. Grant got no 
help from Butler. As the war 
was winding down, the Con- 
federacy had but one seaport 
remaining, at Wilmington, 
N.C. It was protected by Fort 
Fisher, in the mouth of the 
Cape Fear River. 

With military correspon- 
dence going through his of- 
fice, Butler learned of the 
plans and took over the com- 
mand. He would explode an 
ammunition ship near the 
fort, demolishing it. 

The operation began on 
Dec. 24, 1864. The explosion 
was premature and did not 
land the blow that Butler 
had sought. A Union force * 
landed but’ was met by Con- + 
federate troops under Maj. ' 
Gen. Robert Hoke. On Dec. 
27, Butler, in defiance of 
Grant’s orders, ordered the 
withdrawal of his 1,000 sol- 
diers from the beach. Grant 
relieved him of his com- 
mand. 

Grant turned to Gen. Al- 
fred Terry to launch a sec- 
ond attack two weeks later. 


< A BENJAMIN BUTLER 


On Jan. 12, Adm. David Por- 
ter initiated continual bom- 
bardment from a line of 56 
ships. Gen. Adelbert Ames 
attacked with 8,000 infantry 
from the northwest. At the 
same time, Lt. Cdr. Kidder 
Breese landed 2,000 sailors 
and marines northeast of 
the fort. This attack was re- 
pulsed, but it allowed Ames 
to breach the fort. A fellow 
officer described Ames as 
being fearless in battle, as- 
tride his horse, in his gener- 
al’s uniform, calmly calling 
orders to his troops. While 
Terry was initially credited 
with the victory, he later ac- 
knowledged Ames as the 
architect of the plan. 

With their supply lines cut, 
the Confederate States sur- 
rendered three months later. 

On Jan. 8, 1865, Lincoln or- 
dered Butler to return to 
Lowell. Lincoln was shot on 
April 14, dying the next day. 
Had Butler taken the vice 
presidential” slot,’ he “would 
» havepeco »president,..In-.. 
' stead, Andrew Toni be- 
came the 17th president. 

Butler was elected to Con- 
gress in 1866, serving four 
terms as a Republican. He 
was the author of the articles 
of impeachment against Pre- 
sident Andrew Johnson, ar- 
guing the case before the 
Senate in a four-hour speech. 
Butler lost by one vote and 
Johnson hung on until the 
end of his term. He also au- 
thored the Ku Klux Klan Act 
and co-wrote the nation’s 
first civil rights law. In 1873, 
he lost a re-election bid. Two 
years later, he came back as 
a Democrat and Greenback, 
winning a fifth term in Con-

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gress, 1876-78. In 1882, after; 
several tries, he was elected: 
governor of Massachusetts 
for a one-year term. 

As governor, he tackled the 


serious mismanagement; 
problems at the Tewksbury: 
almshouse. He also appointed, 
the first Irish-American and 
African-American judges, 
and the first woman to state 
office. He prevailed upor 
Clara Barton to run the | 
Massachusetts Reformatory 
for Women. 

He lost a contentious bid 
for re-election in 1883. The 
following year, he was a can- 
didate for president, first 
running unsuccessfully as a 
Democrat, then as a Green- 
back. 

His strange looks and polit- 
ical antics were frequently 
lampooned by cartoonists 
including Nast and Keppler 
in Puck magazine and fe 
per’s. 

Butler founded the Wame- 
sit;Power€o0:,and the United 
States Cartridge Co. The lat-. 
“ter firm hada massive ex” 
plosion in’ Tewksbury a 
decade after Butler’s death. : 

In his final years, he wrote 
a 1,000-page memoir, But- 
ler’s Book. 

His law practice had flour- 
ished in the post-bellum era, 
with offices in Boston, New 
York and Washington. He 
won a $1.5 million case for 
Adm. Farragut for prize 
money seized during the Civil 
War. He had been admitted to 
practice before the USS. 
Supreme Court in 1847. With 
a tenure of 46 years, he had 
just argued a case before that 
court when he died in 
Washington on Jan. 11, 1893.

"The Song That Changed 
America?" Uh, no. 

The song that forced MTV 
to FINALLY play hip hop?

The producers: Rick Rubin, 
a nice Jewish boy from Lido 
Beach, NY, who worked out 
of his NYU dorm room with 
Russell Simmons, entrepre- 
neur and brother of Rev. Run 
of Run-DMC, started Def 
Jam Records together. 

In 1986, Aerosmith and the 
“Toxic Twins,” Steven Tyler 
and Joe Perry, were washed 
up from excessive drugging 
and inter-band quarreling, 
and they had no clue that 
that the iconic, powerful 
opening riff from “Walk This 
Way” had been sampled by 
hundreds of hip hop DJs and 
by Run-DMC (Run, Darryl, 
and Jay of Hollis, Queens). 


So when Rubin and Sim- 
mons wanted to build a 
bridge to cross over, Run- 
DMC, who'd never heard of 
Aerosmith (and vice versa), 
reluctantly agreed to cover 
the song and to feature it on 
their upcoming album. And 
that was that — for progres- 
sive rock and Top 40 radio, 
and, eventually, for MTV.

the first week of school, ex- 
tending winter break to ex- 
actly two weeks, and start- 
ing. the school year after 
labor day. 

,While some potential school 
holidays drew support from 
families and staff alike (the 
Wednesday before Thanks- 
giving, for example, saw ma- 
jority support from both), 
others proved more contro- 
versial. Many seemed un- 
comfortable, in particular, 
with the notion of the first 
Week of instruction consist- 
ing entirely of half days. 
"The logic behind the half 
days is to provide additional 
professional development 
time for teachers and staff. 
«Some committee members 
also “expressed concern with 
this *potential development. 
Committee member MJ 
Byines asked Brand if there 
was potentially another time 
that: professional develop- 
Ment could take place. 
Brand responded that it 
would be difficult with the 
way the contracts are cur- 
rently written. 

“It *might be an awful lot, 
for: typical families to be 
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able to support, and I recog- 
nize that,” said Brand. 

He added that the consider- 
ation of any extra time for 
professional development 
would have “considerable 
benefits” for the district. 

Committee member David 
Ragsdale suggested that stu- 
dents, particularly those 
adjusting to a significant 
change in routine, may strug- 
gle with a full week of half 
days at the start of the year. 

“It’s hard to set expectations 
for students, they haven’t 
even seen a full day,” said 
Ragsdale. 

He noted sixth graders 
starting at the Middle School 
as an example of students fa- 
cing a big adjustment, argu- 
ing that “...the entire first 
week of school, they don’t 
even get a full day to see 
what the actual routine is.” 

Vice Chair Jennifer Bryson 
asked whether an addition- 
al professional development 
day could take place during 
the spring in preparation for 
the new school year to come, 
but other committee mem- 
bers argued that this would 
be too early. 

“I think it would be hard to 


prepare,” said committee 
member Jo Newhouse, not- 
ing that IEPs and Section 
504 plans would likely not be 
completely yet, and that 
some teachers may not yet 
know which grade level they 
would be working with the 
following year. 

During public comment, 
local parent and WHS alum 
Teresa Smith also expressed 
disagreement with the pro- 
posed change. 

“Having half days (the first 
week) would be the opposite 
of what educational experts 
across the nation recommend 
for our children,” Smith ar- 
gued. 

She added that while she 
could sympathize with teach- 
ers needing more time to 
prepare, “...that shouldn’t 
cut into our children’s learn- 
ing time.” 

Following discussion, the 
committee unanimously vo- 
ted to ask Brand to develop a 
third plan, combining survey 
feedback and discussion at 
the meeting, particularly 
with respect to the first week 
of the year.

Abicrans in town. Terri Mar- 
ciello wrote in an email that 
there was a 28 percent in- 
crease in the number of res- 
idents 60 years and older be- 
tween 2010 and 2017, from 
4,045 to 5,176. 

“As the number of seniors in 
Wilmington increases, there’s 
an expectation that they’ll 
look to the elderly services 
department,” Hull said. 

Cimaglia added that the vet- 
erans’ population is aging and 
more people come in with 
needs daily on top of their 
more than 400 open cases. 

* Having worked together for 
a few years, Cimaglia and 
Marciello are aware that a 
lot of the town’s seniors are 
veterans. 

-“One of the things that 
seemed to come to light was 
that in many cases ee were 
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dealing with the same clien- 
tele: older veterans and their 
spouses,” Hull continued. 

Cimaglia went on to explain 
that in many cases, pro- 
grams between the two 
departments intermingled or 
required the same exact sup- 
porting documents. This led 
to the idea of shared assis- 
tance between these two 
departments. 

The case worker to split 
their time between Elderly 
and Veterans Services would 
not just serve veterans who 
are seniors or vice versa but 
assist in whatever cases from 
either departments wherever 
they can. The shared case 
worker could step in to make 
sure that both departments 
are following up with individ- 
uals to help with medical 
appointments, prescriptions, 
completing documentation, 


maintaining file records, and 


any other resident services 
provided by either depart- 
ment. 

There would be room for 
fluidity when Elderly Servi- 
ces needs more assistance 
one week and Veterans needs 
more the next. 

In the next steps of this pro- 
posal, the directors of both 
the Elderly and Veterans 
Services departments will 
present their individual budg- 
ets to the Finance Commit- 
tee. Then, on March 19, there 
will be a public hearing for 
the Finance Committee and 
the Planning Board. The 
Finance Committee will later 
provide their recommenda- 
tions in a booklet for resi- 
dents in time for them to pre- 
pare for the voting at the an- 
nual town meeting on May 4.

By JAMIE POTE 
Sports Editor 
jamiepote@hotmail.com 
ROXBURY - Back in the 
winter season of 1998-'99, all 
Laura Winn wanted to do 
was qualify for the 
Nationals in the 600-meters. 
She did meet that personal 
goal. A few weeks before 
that elite meet took place at 
the Reggie Lewis Center in 
Roxbury, Winn was tops in 
the 600-meter race at the 
Class D (now called Division 
Mass 


ing the first female in the 
history of the Wilmington 
High School girls' indoor 
track-and-field to bring 
home an individual title. 

Winn's time of 1:38.79 not 
only re-broke her own school 
record, but it also broke the 
meet record. She advanced 
to three meets after that, 
finishing sixth at the All- 
States, seventh at New 
Englands and then was 
forced to bump up to run the 
800-meters at the Nationals, 
finishing 26th in the entire 
country. 

Now 20 years later, at the 
same Reggie Lewis Center 
Track and in the same 
Division 4 Meet, it was 
another talented and dedi- 
cated runner who captured 
an individual championship. 

Senior Emma Garrity fol- 
lowed both Winn and her 
close friend Lexi Luna -- who 
accomplished the feat last 
year in the 55-meter dash - 
as the three individuals in 
the history of the program to 
bring home a Divisional 
Championship indoor title, 
doing so on Sunday after- 


noon with a time of 1:36.14. 
That time re-broke her own 
school record and also qual- 
ified her for this Saturday's 
All-State Meet, where she is 
currently ranked fourth. 

"I'm so. excited," the 
always bubbly and extreme- 
ly pleasant Garrity said 
minutes after the comple- 
tion of the race. "This is 
everything that I have 
worked for over the past 
four years. Not only to be 
here and (qualify) for all- 
states, but to win. is definite- 
ly something that I am real- 
ly happy about." 

A year ago at the same 
meet, Garrity was not happy 
at all. She placed fourth and 
missed qualifying for her 
first all-state meet by .01 
seconds. She refused to let 
that happen again, even say- 
ing so two weeks ago to the 
Town Crier after she won 
the Middlesex League title. 

"Finishing fourth by .01 
seconds was definitely tough 
and it's something that I 
never want to happen 
again," she said. "That was 
the most frustrating sports 
related thing to ever to hap- 
pen to me. My number one 
goal is to qualify for the All- 
States and only the top three 
make it. 

“Of course I want to be a 
state champion, but making 
it to the All-States for the 
first time is my main goal. 
Getting there will be a tough 
obstacle, but I know in my 
mind that I can't finish 
fourth again. It'll just drive 
me crazy again." 

She never came close to 
finishing fourth. 

Garrity had a strategy in 


this race and she executed it 
perfectly. She wanted to be 
behind the front-runner for 
the first portion of the race 
and when the time was 
right, BOOM, she would 
make a move. She did that 
just around the 400-meter 
mark, leaving everyone else 
in the dust. 

Garrity finished well ahead 
of the rest of the group, 
including Isabela Shepard of 
Amherst-Pelham (1:37.58), 
Emilia Tuton of Weston 
(1:38.71), last year's * D4 
champion. Leah..Rudolph.. of 
Gloucester (1:39.00), as well 
as Andrea St. Jean of 
Grafton, who finished eighth 
at 1:41.75, a year after plac- 
ing two spots ahead of 
Garrity in second. 

"(Rudolph) was _ the 
defending state champion so 
I knew that she was going to 
go out. really hard," 
explained Garrity. "Last 
year she went out really 
hard and tried to get the 
lead and hoped that no one 
would catch her. I knew that 
if I could just stay with her 
on that second lap, I'd be 
able to pass her." 

Head Coach Brian Schell 
said that strategy was in 
place all along and it was 
just a matter of Garrity per- 
fecting it, as well as natural- 
ly running faster than the 
other seven runners. . 

"We told Emma not: to 
worry about (Rudolph going 
out so fast) and go out:and 
just run the way she always 
does," said Schell. "She*had 
a 62-second (split) on the 
first lap. (At the start of the 
second lap), the (Shepard)

After losing their entire 
starting lineup from last 
season’s team which 
advanced to the Division 2 
North Sectional semifinals, 
the Wilmington High Girls 
Basketball team entered this 
season in desperate need of 
someone who would step up 
and lead the team both on 
and off the court. 

The Wildcats have been 
fortunate in that regard this 
Season, with several players 
elevating their game to help 
the team secure another 
tournament berth. One of 
those players who has most 
embodied that improvement 
has: been Jenna Tavanese. 
The junior point guard 
has. become an offensive 
force for the Wildcats in 
leading them to a 12-8 record 
and a spot in the Division 2 
Tournament. 

‘Tavanese is averaging 
about 15 points and seven 
assists per game. She has 
had several games this sea- 
son were she has simply lit 
it~ up from _ three-point 
range, but her contributions 
have been more than just 
scoring points and dishing 
out ‘assists, it is also the way 
she: has stepped up to help 
ledd the team on | and off the 
court. 

“She’s growing as a player 
and as a leader,” 
Wilmington coach Jessica 
Robinson said. “From last 
year to this year you can 
really see the improvement 
and see that she has grown 
as a leader. And when one 
of your best players is also a 
leader, it is a great thing for 
you as a coach.” 

For Tavanese, entering the 
Season as somewhat of an 
underdog presented a fresh 
Challenge for her and her 
teammates. It was a chal- 
lenge she was excited to 
accept, especially with this 
group of teammates. 
Tavanese has. been a part of 
some great memories with 
the Wildcats, and she rel- 
ished the opportunity to add 
to those as. one of the team 
leaders, while also proving 
the critic wrong. 

“This is my third year on 
the team and every year we 
have had an awesome group 
of. girls to play with,” 
Tavanese said. “This year 
people thought that we 
weren’t going to be good, 
because we were losing our 


starting five, but I think we 
showed people what we 
could really bring and that 
we could compete in the 
Middlesex League. I am 
very grateful to play with 
the group of girls we have 
this season.” 

Tavanese and the Wildcats 
wrapped the regular season 
with two tough losses in the 
St. Mary’s of Lynn tourna- 
ment, and will now await 
their seeding in the section- 
al tournament. If they are 
going to be successful in the 
Division 2 North section, 
Tavanese will be a big rea- 
son why. They will be look- 
ing for more big games like 
her 27-point effort against 
Wakefield a few weeks back 
in a 51-47 victory, or more 
recently her 21-point effort 
(13 in the second half) in a 
53-48 win over Stoneham last 
week. 

“We lost a lot of our offense 
last year with our senior 
class graduating and Jenna 
has kind of taken over the 
offensive load for us this 
year,” Robinson said. “As a 
junior we kind of expected 
this from her. It is her time 
to shine. I know she works 
very hard in the off-season 
to prepare for this and it has 
paid off.” 

Of course, Tavanese has 
not been alone in leading the 
Wildcats to their successful 
season, as she will be the 
first to point out. Behind the 
efforts of senior tri-captains 
Gabriella Bond, Cassidy 
Collins and Ginamarie 
Mastrorilli, along with fel- 
low senior Sara Babcock, 
the Wildcats have received 
great leadership. 

And Tavanese has had 
plenty of help on the offen- 
sive end as well, with for- 
ward Kylie DuCharme being 
one of the best players in the 
Middlesex League despite 
being only a sophomore. 
Tavanese is glad to have 
DuCharme on the court with 
her. 

“Me and Kylie also play 
AAU together. I love Kylie. 
I love playing with her year 
round, and we have sort of 
an unbreakable bond on and 
off the court,” Tavanese 
said. “We are great friends 
outside of basketball. I love 
passing to her. She gets all 
my rebounds when I miss. 
She is just a great teammate 
and a really great basketball 
player.” 

Robinson knows how lucky 
she is to have a dynamic duo 


like Tavanese and 
DuCharme on her side. 

“Having two really good 
players, one being s six foot- 
er like Kylie and then a 
point guard like Jenna, who 
is probably one of, if not the 
best point guard in the 
Middlesex League is obvi- 
ously helpful,” Robinson 
said. “Any time you can go 
into a game with that in 
your back pocket, you have 
to feel a little confident.” 

As for her senior team- 
mates, they provide inspira- 
tion every day for Tavanese, 
who is looking forward to 
making a tournament run in 
an effort to lengthen their 
careers with the Wildcats as 
long as possible. 

“I have been playing with 
the girls in my grade since 
about sixth grade, so it is a 
great group of girls and I 
love them all,” Tavanese 
said. “It would be awesome 
to have a great tournament 
with them and for our sen- 
iors as well, because all four 
of them have worked so hard 
and given so much to the 
team.” 

Tavanese knows plenty 
about giving her best for her 
team. You don’t make the 
kind of improvements she 
has made over the past cou- 
ple of seasons without work- 
ing consistently at your 
game throughout the year, 
and Tavanese has done just 
that. 

“I play year round with my 
AAU team and have been 
doing that with since about 
seventh grade. So it is just 
an everyday thin,” she said. 
“I get in the gym a lot with 
my AAU coach and work on 
my shot and work on my 
form. It’s about working 
every day to get better. 

“If I know that my shot 
isn’t falling, I have to give 
the ball up more and drive 
to the basket. A lot of peo- 
ple think my strong suit is 
just shooting, but I like to 
show people that I can also 
get assists and drive to the 
basket.” 

Along with her AAU coach, 
Tavanese has also received 
great guidance and support 
from Robinson, which she 
says has been vital to her 
and the team’s success. 

“She is one of my favorite 
coaches, because she under- 
stands us,” Tavanese said. 
“She is always telling me to 
keep my head up and push- 
ing me past my limits. She

Await state tournament opponent, most likely Lynn Classical 
Wilmington defeated in three games, 
close out regular season at 12-8 


By MIKE IPPOLITO 
Sports Correspondent 
sports@yourtowncrier.com 
LYNN -- Three losses in a 

row was probably not the 
way the Wilmington High 
Girls Basketball team want- 
ed to see their regular sea- 
soh come to an_ end. 
However, that is what hap- 
pened to the Wildcats this 
past week as they closed out 
their regular season drop- 
ping a regular season game 
to-Melrose, before falling in 
both games of the St. Mary’s 
tofrnament held Sunday and 
Monday. 

The Wildcats finished the 
season with a 12-8 record. 

Wilmington actually began 
their week with a 44-26 win 
over Watertown on Senior 
Night last Wednesday night, 
before suffering a 58-43 loss 
to’Melrose last Thursday to 
elose out Middlesex League 
play. 

Then at the tournament, 
Groton-Dunstable prevailed 
in the opening round game, 
57:46, and before the ‘Cats 
were edged out by Arlington 
Catholic, 58-55, in the conso- 
lafion round of their four- 
team bracket. 

The obvious highlight of 
the. week for the Wildcats 
was the big win over 
Watertown last Wednesday, 
in-a game that originally 
scheduled for Tuesday night, 
but was postponed due to 
inclement weather. 

The Wildcats were led on 
offense by junior guard 
Jenna Tavanese and senior 
forward Gabby Bond, who 
has 12 points each, while 
Kylie DuCharme had the 
first of four consecutive dou- 


ble-doubles on the week with 
ten points and ten rebounds. 

But it was on defense 
where the Wildcats really 
shined, limiting Watertown 
to 26 points in the game, 
including a combined eight 
points in the second and 
third quarters. 

“We had a great defensive 
second and third quarter on 
our senior night,” 
Wilmington coach Jessica 
Robinson said. “We started 
off slow both offensively and 
defensively, but were able to 
adjust and settle in after the 
first quarter, and chip away 
and get the lead back 
through a solid defensive 
effort.” 

It was only fitting that on 
Senior Night, it was one of 
the Wildcats seniors, Bond, 
who led the way offensively 
with her 12-point effort. 

“Gabby did a great job for 
us on her senior night. She 
stepped up with some solid 
numbers,” Robinson said. 
“She had a lot of family and 
friends there to support her 
during her last regular sea- 
son home game, which was 
nice to see.” 

While it was Bond who 
shined on this night, 
Robinson is grateful for the 
contributions of all four of 
her seniors this season. 
Bond, Sara __ Babcock, 
Cassidy Collins and Gina 
Mastrorilli have all been 
vital to the Wildcats success 
this season. 

“Sara, Gabby, Cass and 
Gina have been such great 
teammates and leaders for 
our otherwise young team,” 
Robinson said. “They bring 
positivity and fun to the 


locker room and court every 
time they step on. All four 
girls have been involved 
with the basketball program 
at Wilmington High for four 
years, SO we are very thank- 
ful to have them and will 
surely miss them.” 

The next three games did 
not go as well for the 
Wildcats, although they did 
get some outstanding indi- 
vidual efforts. 

In the 58-43 loss to Melrose, 
Tavanese had another mon- 
ster performance with a 
game high 20 points and five 
steals, while DuCharme had 
15 points, 11 rebounds and 
four steals. 

In the loss to GD, always a 
strong Central Mass team 
year after year, the Wildcats 
were led by DuCharme with 
18 points and 13 rebounds, 
while Bond had eight points 
and eleven rebounds and 
Tavanese had nine points. 

Finally in the loss to AC, 
the Wildcats got 22 points, 
three steals and_ three 
assists from Tavanese, while 
DuCharme had her final 
double-double of the week 
with 15 points, 12 rebounds 
while adding in three 
assists. 

While the losses certainly 
weren’t what Robinson and 
the Wildcats were looking 
for, seeing DuCharme take 
her game to an even higher 
level is definitely a good sign 
heading into the post-sea- 
son. 

“Kylie has had a monster 
sophomore year for us. 
Prior to the Groton and AC 
games she was averaging 16 
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coach and a really great 
person too.” 

If Tavanese’s teammates 
and coaches provide a cer- 
tain amount of inspiration to 
her, then she certainly gets 
even more of it at home 
from her parents, Anthony 
and Joanne, who have sup- 
ported her every step of the 
way in her basketball career. 

“My family is so support- 
ive. They come to all my 
tournaments in AAU and 
they haven’t missed a bas- 
ketball game since fourth 
grade. We have traveled to 


Atlanta, and we are going to 
Chicago this year for AAU 
and they come to every- 
thing. “They’re always 
telling me what I can do bet- 
ter and how I can improve.” 
Tavanese’ said, before 
adding with a laugh, “Even 
though my dad is yelling 
from the sidelines and I can 
always hear him, he is one 
of my biggest fans.” 

Her family will no doubt be 
cheering her and_ the 
Wildcat on for as long as 
they are in the state tourna- 
ment. Tavanese feels like if 
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the Wildcats are at» their 
best, it could be and extendly 
ed stay. ©

Anthony and Chris Stokes 
scoring nine points each to 
lead the team, while Owen 
Surette and Evan Witalsz 
had eight each. 

“This was a pretty good 
showing for us for a little 
more than a half and then 
we just ran out of steam,” 
Wildcats coach Dennis 
Ingram said. “Their coach 
thought we looked like a 
completely different team 
than last time we played 
them (a 60-30 loss on 
January 11). But our 
offense wore thin in the sec- 
ond half and we scored just 
11 points total.” 

The Wildcats also dropped 
their next game, last 
Thursday night, this time to 
Melrose on the road, by 
score of 81-40. Anthony led 
the way for the Wildcats 
with 21 points. 


“We looked emotionally 
and. physically spent,” 
Ingram said. “The game 
was never really close. 
Stephen was the only bright 
spot on offense.” 

On Wednesday morning, it 
appeared as if 15 teams will 
make the tournament, as 
Whittier Tech lost their 
game on Tuesday night to 
eliminate them from con- 
tention. 

The seeds as of Wednesday 
morning would have St. 
Mary’s of Lynn (20-1) at No. 
1, followed by Pentucket 


Regional (17-2), both 
Newburyport and 
Shawsheen Tech (17-3), 
Minuteman Tech (14-5), 


Watertown and Hamilton- 
Wenham at 12-8, Arlington 
Catholic (11-9), then four 
teams, Dracut, Weston, 
Triton and Gr. Lawrence at 


10-10, followed by 
Swampscott (9-11), 
Wilmington and Bedford (4- 
15). 

Pentucket has a game left 
with Canton and a loss there 
would create a three-way 
coin flip for spots 2-3-4. Coin 
flips will also decide spots 6- 
7, as well as 9 through 12. 

Bedford has one game left 
with Concord-Carlisle, who 
they defeated 60-47 in their 
first match-up. If Bedford 
wins, that would mean a 
coin flip would determine 
spots 14 and 15 with the 
‘Cats. 

It would seem likely that 
the ‘Cats would _ get 
Pentucket/Newburyport or 
Shawsheen no matter how 
the rest of the regular sea- 
son games shape out. 

This will be the Wildcats 
second consecutive trip to 


the tournament, the first 
time since 2010 and 2011 they 
have accomplished that feat 
of appearing in back-to-back 
seasons. 

“It's something that we 
have talked about all year,” 
the coach said. “It was not 
easy to get in. As a basket- 
ball junkie, this is the best 
time of the year. This is a 
nice accomplishment for the 
boys. 

“As far as who we play, we 
know whoever it is we have 
to be at our best. There are 
good teams in whatever sce- 
nario plays out for us. It will 
be exciting, and we are still 
scoreboard watching trying 
to figure out who it will be.” 

While their record on the 
season (5-15) may not be as 
impressive as some other 


teams in the tournament, 
they got in via the Sullivan 
Rule due to their 5-3 record 
against Division 3 teams. 
Ingram feels like the tough 
competition his team faced 
all season in the Middlesex 
League can be beneficial to. 
his team in the tournament. : 

“It's great to get into the 
tournament,” Ingram said. 
“The boys are excited; they 
really bought into what we 
were telling them all year, 
long.
